jurisdiction. 
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i had especially pointed out that the legislation and juris- 
diction seinst unfair competition always had been very 
thorough in Germeny and that it often had served as & s1l0- 
del to other European countries anu international contracts 
put that, however, in many points 4t started from other 
suppositions than the American antitrust legislation and 
jurisdiction. Therefore, it seemed to sie of casting impor- 
tenoe that German experts get thoroughly acquainted with 
this American jurisdiotion and then, best in a studying con- 
mission, shall work out the recomendations how to apply the 
guiding principles, developed in UA, to the base of the 
economical and judicial development in Germany. 


Viith the purpose to advance these works 1 induced the for- 
ming of a committee with the "Deutsche Arbeitsgemeinschaft 
fur goworbl. hechtssohutz und Urheberrecht" at Cologne, 
which only shall devote itself to suoh questions. shis 
committee, however, is such handioapped by the nearly 
entire laok of Amerioen litterature.
